XETW ORLEANS, La., March II.— The con- 
sistent Centimeter, which has been the main- i 
stay of the T. H. Bernhardt stable this win- , 
ter and kept the local horseman well up in 
the ranks of winning owners, annexed an- 
other purse when he won the $1,000 Poinsettia ' 
Handicap at three-quarters, featuring Tues- 
<lay’s .Jefferson Park racing offering and tri- 
umphing wUh consummate ease over some 
good ones that included Raffles and John 
Finn, the latter pair finishing second and 
third respectively. 

There were six starters in the race, Bar- 
racuda and Best Pal comprising the S. N. 
Holman entry and P^'rankman being the other. 
The Holman pair were big disappointments 
and gave way in the stretch run. 

IX FRONT ALL THE TV AY. 

The winner was held at prohibitive odds 
and justified the confidence by leading from 
the start and Ix^ing well under restraint for 
the entire way. Raffles pursued him closely 
in the early part of the race, but at no stage 
was formidable. It was quite an effort for 
liim near tlie end to outstay the weakly rid- 
den John I'inn. 

F’rankman, which is an intended starter in 
the I^uisiana Derby, \vas worked an addi- 
tional quarter of a mile after the finish and 
he was ridden hard. His showing w'as not 
of a style that w’ould indicate that ho will 
be troublesome in the closing day rich fix- 
ture unless he improves greatly. 

Moderating w'eather and a fairly good rac- 
ing program were responsible for the gener- 
ous patronage to the course. The betting 
activity was also on the increase and thirty- 
three layers had few spare moments to de- 
vote to other than the speculative wants of 
those eager to wrager. 

The racing w'as highly interesting, featured 
by several rousing finishes. In several in- 
stances the result of the race was in doubt 
until the final strides and only the judges 
could separate the leaders. 

The mile and sixteenth dash, w’hich served 
as the secondary feature, brought a close 
finish, with Llewellyn the winner from 
Tableau dTIonneiir. Isosceles finished in 
third place. Uewellyn ran to his best form 
under the improved riding he had, Mergler 
not repeating the blunder of his former race 
when hP was forced to take him all over the 
track. He avoided the early fast pace and 
came around the others at the stretch turn 
to avoid interference and he disposed of 
Tableau d’Honneur in tlie last fifty yard.s. 

There was much betting activity about 
Isosceles, considerably more than there was 
about him in his last start, but after flatter- 
ing for three-quarters by staying close to 
Tableau d’Honneur, he tired badly in the 
stretch.

Avispa’s improve- 
ment was pronounced under the improved 
ride she got. 

Kscarpolette, which won handily in a pre- 
ceding start from better ones than those 
she met in the fifth race, failed to get a por- 
tion of* the purse and showed a disappointing 
performance.

Our Star, ridden by the inexperienced Part- 
ington, and Juno, were the extreme out- 
.siders with liberal odds about them. Our 
Star won by a matter of a length while 
Juno beat Three Square for second place. 
Three Square wiis probably much the best, 
ljut he wa.s ridden all over the track and 
taken back repeatedly, until the last eighth, 
where he managed to get clear and finished 
with a cyclonic rush. 

The concluding da.sh was taken by West- 
wood, the tir.st purse that racer lias captured 
in many month*. He Iiad to come from far 
back in the last quarter to gain the verdict 
from Little Ammie, with Taylor Hay, favor- 
ite. landing in third place. 

The start of the last race had to be delayed 
for some time on account of the failure of 
Plantarede’s handlers to have him in the 
paddock.

New York Commission’s Re- 
port 

Advance of Breeding. 

Value of Thoroughbred. 
Horses in War. 



Report of the New York State Racing Com 
mission covering the year 1923 has just been 
issued. It is an official document which 
speaks well for the condition of the turf in 
the Empire State. 

official complaints as to the manner 
in which racing in this state has been con- 
ducted have reached the Commission during 
the year,” says the report. 

This reflects the confidence shown by the 
public in the sport under the jurisdiction of 
the Jockey Club. Complaints against the con- 
duct of racing, whether justified or not, are 
likely to be made from time to time by some 
disgruntled person. The fact that there were 
no such complaints during the entire year is 
a high compliment to the administration of 
racing in New York. 

The report of the commission reviews the 
international race and its effect upon the 
sport in the state of New York. The influence 
of this venture in cementing friendship be- 
tween the United States and England is justly 
emphasized and the importance of the race, as 
a means of centering the attention of the 
nation on New York racing, is also mentioned. 



One of the most important branches of the 
sport, however, is the stimulation of thorough- 
bred production. Ths commission calls at- 
tention to the fact that breeding is advancing 
rapidly in New York. 

Four important stud farms are now located 
in New York, says the report, and it has 
been demonstrated that the state can produce 
thoroughbreds capabb of competing success- 
fully with the best produce of Kentucky, 
which is recognized as the center of the breed 
ing industry in the United States. 

The importance of the breeding industry 
is further exemplified in the report by figures 



Breeding Bureau has been instrumental in 
making the thoroughbred available to farm- 
ers for breeding purposes and the advance 
of the industry in the Genesee Valley is 
largely attributable to the work of this body. 

The Breeding Bureau has also been instru- 
mental, the report points out, in bringing 
about the donation of thoroughbred stallions 
to the government remount service. 

The services of the Breeding Bureau are in 
no way a direct contribution to the welfare 
and advancement cf racing. The horses pro- 
duced as a result of the activities of the 
Bureau are not race horses, but they arc 
decidedly valuable as replacement for scrub 
horses and mongrel breeds, which have been 
common on the farms of the state in pre 
vious years. The scrub horse is valueles.s 
(oT any purpose, but the half-breeds produced 
by crossing a thoroughbred sire with a cold- 
blooded mare are the best all purpose light 
horses that can be produced. 

The horses which are turned to this serv- 
ice under the auspices of the Breeding Bureau, 
or cf the Remount Service, are not a quality, 
generally speaking, which w’ould s?rve to im- 
prove the thoroughbred breed. It would be 
bad for thoroughbred production if any great 
part of the stallion.s were turned to the pro- 
duction of thoroughbreds, because they have 
not raced their way to great fame on the 
race course, and the qualities which they 
could transmit to their offspring would not be 
of the best. 

But these staUions are a decided improve- 
ment over those previously used by farmers for 
the production of light work horses. They 
have many of the best qualiti?s of the thor- 
oughbred, although they are not quite up to 
the standard of the improvement of the 
thoroughbred line. 

The farmers have come to realize the value 
of the thoroughbred as a sire of light horses, 
and the advance of the breeding indastry in 
the Genesee Valley during the past few 
years through the work of the Jockey Club 
Breeding Bureau has been phenomenal. 



AH of th?se features of the Commission’s 
report are important. They show the value of 
racing as a sport and as an influence on 
utilitarian source production as well. Racing 
would have every reason for existing purely 
as a sport, but the importance which it holds 
by reason of its influence on the breeding 
industry is even more vital to the general 
public. The horses wrill possibly never be 
supplanted by machinfs for war purposes. 
The Great War was fought by machines so 
far as possible, but the horses and mules were 
of vital importance to the success of the 
army operations nevertheless. 

Anything which will result in increasing the 
production of the light horse which is 
adaptable to military needs is a decided con- 
tribution to national safety.
